When the Greco-Roman civilisation in 
the srorld-onipire of Rome had spread 


‘Jnlong all the shores of the Mediter- 


inéan the Roman race perished, first 
in Rome and Italy, and then by degrees 

‘the provinces. It became the task 
of. the Germanio ‘nations, not, indeed, 
to. defeat the Romans in war, but 
merely to occupy tlie places where the 
Roman people had lived. When Arab 
civilisation had attainad its zenith the 
Arab empire began to decay, and soon 
collapsed. Of the ancient entpires of 
Egypt and’ Persia, and, to a certain 
extent, also. of the Spanish monarchy 
in modern times, the sme thing is 
essentially true. We recognise that 
the very culminstion of civilisation 
brings with it caftain ‘circumstances 
dejrimental to the mors] and physical 
preservation of the race; in the first 
place, the development of lifo in towns, 
where the physical. conditions are less 
favourable than in country life, and 
where sexnel excesses and Malthusian 
practices become rampant ; in the’ next 
place, tha widening separation of the 
classes, causing the decay of tho Tich 
through the vices of indolence, and that 
of the pour through tho pressure of 
drudgery and , distress. All these fac- 
tors are to.a very great extent at work 
amid our modern civilisation, although 
ite democratic development has provent- 


ed the rise of certain of the worst evils | . 


associated in former times with the 
growth of slave labour, and the scientific 
armament of modern times supplies 
such enormous advantages .over un- 
civilised races that the defeat of our. 


civilised states by these vigorous child- 


ren of Nature is completely out of the 
question during our historical epoch, 
This, indeed, was the catastrophe which 
in earlier Periods dealt the ‘finishing 
stroke to those forms of civilisat 3n 
which, though. degencrate, had nob 
completely decayed. As far as we aro 
concerned it is.out of the question, |. 
Ow civilisation woud-bevable to main- 
‘tain itself up to the_ stage « of complete 
exhaustion, and “to us, therefore, is 
youchsafed a very ‘lengthy. period of 
time {during which wo can . retard 
destiny. by systematic reforms, and pre- 
serve our civilisation from the fate.of 
nearly all its predecessors.” 

The§] disturbing factor ia all such 
calculations is undoubtedly the effect 
upon the race .ef our present in- 
dustrial system. Much has been done. 
during the past half century to render 
the conditions of ife in: factory and 
workshop more healthful, while distinct- 
ly harmful trades have in ‘most coun- 
tries heén brought under rigid govern- 
mental supervision. - Bat much remains 
yet to be done and'tho-end is still afar 
off, judging by the steady decline in 
physique which has heen noted in all 
‘the industrial districts of France, Great 
Britain, Italy and Germany. Speaking 
of Great Britain alone there can be little 
doubt that the upper and midldle see. 
tions of the middle classea ara now 
enjoying much better physical health 
and come toa far finer bodily develop. 
ment -than did their. grandparents, 
This is due: to the “athletic craze” 
which hes been such’a marked feature of 
‘English lifé ‘from 1870. orwards, But};

Thia custom probably introduced . by 
Gregory the Great, 690-604, waa sanc- 
tioned by Pope Celestin HT in 1191, and 
afterwards generally prevailed. Beforo 
mass, the ashes were consecrated on the 
altar, sprinkled with holy water, andaigned 
threo times with the cross, while the 
priest-~recited tho ‘words, Memento quod 
civis es, ob in cinerem vererteris, meaning 
“+ Rersember. that thou aré dust, and must 
return to dust!” Noxt the ashes were 
atrowed on the heads of the officiating 
priests, the clergy, and the assembled 
people. The ashes wore said to be thasa 
of the palms consecrated on the preceding- 
Palm Sunday. 

‘The Protestant Church in Germany does 
not celobrate Ash Wednesday. In thé 
Church of Enyland it is observed by the 
atricter members, but without anything of 
the ceremony from which it derives its 
name; and the commination service—s 
gerieg of denunciations against impenitent 
offenders—is appointed to be read in the 
service for this day.

NAVAL YARD POLICEMAN'S 
DEATH. 


An Unsolved Myatery. 


This atternoon an onquiry was held at 
the Magistracy by Mc J. H. Kemp, acting 
xs coroner, and a jury composed of Messrs 
J. Manners, ‘T. Neave, and M. Malcolm 
into the circumatances attending the death 
of William T. Tyrrell, a Naval Yard police- 
man, who was missed on January 3let and 
whose body was found floating in the water 
nine days later. . 

Dr Baiss, staff surgeon’ at the Royal 
Naval Hospital, said from an examination 
of the body he had come to the conclusion 
that death was due to drowning. There 
wore no marks of violence. 

Sergt Thompson, of the Naval Yard 
police, said he saw deceased twice on the 
night of the 31st January, aod he was 
quite sober each time. At 12.10 p.m. 
deceased should lave pet in an appearance, 
boing relieved, but did not appear. 
Searches: were made; but they proved in 
vain. Witness knew of no reason why 
‘doceased should commit - suicide. There 
were dangerous places within his patrol.— 
Replying to a juror, witness said an 
examination of the dangerous spots was, 
mace to see if there were any loosa planks 
on tho beat, but ne traces of any could be 
fogurgt Taylor spoke to identifying th 

ergt Taylor spoke identifying the 
body; and Jance Sergt Pitt said at Fen- 
vick’s Reclamation, North Point, on the 9th 
inst., ho aaw the dead body of a European 
floating close to the shore. It’ waa fully 
dressed in Naval Yard police uniforin, ex- 
cepting the cap. In his pocket was found 
$6'36. From enquiries mado witness had 
ascertained that deceased fell into the 
water. There was no reason to suppose 
that he was in financial difficulties. 

The Coroner said there was nothing to. 
show how deceased got into the water. 
Ha might, of couras, have fallen in 
while chasing some sampan. people. He 
(the Coroner) did not think they would be 
justified in finding « verdict of “Suicide.”

Reuter has already fornished us with a 
short resumé of the apecch delivered by 
Lord Northcote, ox-Governor-Geueral of 


+} tho Australian Commonwealth, at the din- 


ner given in his honour, but fuller detailg 
are now to hand by the English Mail. 

The Earl of Crewe, who presided, giving 
tho toast of “Our Guest,” said that one 
fact connected with Lord Northcote's 
return appealed to thom all with peculiar 
pleasure, . He did not roturn to them as 6 
worn-out gladiator, laying down his arma 
for, good. On. the contrary, his weapons 
wera still bright and keen, and who knew 
how soon he might be called upon to use 
them again in the service of the Empire? . 

AUSTRALIA'S LOYALTY, : 

Lord Crowe said ha was mot one of those 
who believed that the Dominions of tho 
Empire could over slip away from us, or 
that we should aver slip away from thom. 
But to his mind it was an incomparably 
moro dificult: problem to decide what the 
relations were to be respectively between 
the Mothor-country and the Dominions of 
That 
problom presented a far more serious and 
deep-seated difficulty.- Towards ita solu- 
tion we wanted the help of the very best 
heads. of the Empire; and among those 
there was none whose opinion was more 
valuable than that of Lord Northcote. 

Lord Northcote, who was heartily cheered 
on rising, said; Of courso, you ure all well 
aware that'there are very few topics indeed 
upon which any speaker can claim to voice 
the unanimous opinion of tha people of 
Australia, Differences upon public ques- 
tions of all kinds exist ‘there just-ag keonly 
as they doin the Motborland. Thera is, 
however, one question upon which the 


72 


members of all politica! partics are abso- 
lately agreed, and that is inJoyslty to the 
Throne and the, Empire. (Cheers,) 
Coming to tho question of Australia’s 
population Lord Northcote said: Ide not 
believe thaf anything in the nature of a 
fixed desire to keep out men'who are able 
to sustain themselves by their Inbour has 
over existed, Of course, Australia has her 
number of unemployables and is not pre- 
pared to import mors from ths old country 
Then I come to the very important ques- 
tion of coloured immigration, and that isa 
question we should look at from an Aus- 
tralian as well_as from a British point of 
view. We must remember that it is a 
physical impossibility that ay number of 
coloured people ‘can come iniv this country 
wo as to swamp the Jabour here.: 
DANGER OF INVASION. 
But suppose Australia or Canada con- 
fronted by the presence of a large number 
of Asiatics, mon of ability enough to hold 
their own, men who, if they conie thera 
come ‘to stay, and it is quite conceivable 
from an “Australian point of viow that if 
they do not rigidly secure themselves 
against the ‘possibility of being swamped 
by Asiatic labour, they may bo. presented 
with a problem even mora serious than is 
the great: negro question in the United 
States. I any this to show that there is 
more to bo said for tho Australian point 
of view than some peoplo aro inclined to 
auppose. - Of course, o .groat deal depends 


upon: whether tho huge northern territory | ‘ 


can be populated by white men. Upon 
that I hesitate to. pronounce » definite 
opinion. : =, 

We must romember thag if, unhappily, 
fustead of being-on terms of cordial friend- 
ship we were on bad.terms with the groat 
empires of China or Japan it would be 
posstble. for a force to seize the magnifi- 
eent, and wholly undofened, harbour of 
Port Darwin, where they would find a rich 
tropical climate suitable for a force of 
Asiatic soldiers who’ could. then march at 
their leisure in overwholming force. south.
